tomorrow 
morning, 


when the engrossment of the peiul- 
ing liquor license measure will be de- 
termined. If the measure is receiv- 
ed, the final vote will come at 2:3o 
next Tuesday. Should the vote be 
against the engrossment, the present 
debate will be 
closed until 
later, 


when the license question will come 
up in regular order. 
A movement 


was adopted to limit debates this af- 
ternoon and tomorrow morning to 10 
minute speeches. 


Columbus, Feb. 28.—Sledge hammer 


blows were delivered against the King 
unrestricted license proposal in 
the 


Constitutional convention here today 
by Delegate Anderson of Mahonine 
county. He took the floor immediately 
after the session convened and contin- 
ued his arguments started yesterday 
speaking for more than two hours 
It 


was the most drastic arraingnment of 
the liquor license and the unrestricted 
license yet heard. 
At the conclusion 


Anderson offered 
as 
a 
substitute 


amendment one of his own providing 
for the issuance of a license only to 
citizens of the United States known to 
be m good standing, that all licenses 
should be issued only for one year and 
further providing for the revocation 
ot the license of any person convicted 
of violating the liquor license regula- 
tion law and prohibiting the issuance 
or such a license again to such a per- 
son in this state. 


The debate reached the point of a 


personal conflict when Martin Stamm 
delegate from Sandusky, asked what 
Anderson thought of a hotel bar in 
this city. 
Stamm declared 
he had 


seen him there and had taken a driuiv 
with him. Anderson replied 
that 


Stamm had taken the drink at his ex- 
pense and proceeded to arraign the 
questioner when President Bigelow in- 
tervened ordering that personal mat- 
ters be left out of the debate.

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THOMAS SMART INSTANTLY 


KILLED BY INTERURBAN IN 
WEST NEWARK THIS MORNING 


Thomas Smart, age 50, probably one 


of the best known men in West New- 
ark, was struck and instantly killed 
about 11:45 Wednesday morning near 
Twelfth- and West Main streets as 'ie 
jumped from a wagon and ran across 
the track in front ot an interurban car. 


Mr. Smart's skull 
was 
terribly 


crushed, his right foot was ground off 
and he was Otherwise badly bruised. 


There were a number of witnesses 


to the accident and from them it was 
learned that Mr. Smart stepped in 
front of the approaching car appar- 
ently not hearing its approach. His 
wife, who was waiting for his arrival 
home, was tandmg at the front door 
of the home on Twelfth street and saw 
the accident which snuffed out the lite 
of her husband. 


Thomas Smart was employed at the 


Jewett Car Company's plant in Will- 
iams street. It has been liis custom 
to go home to dinner each day instead 
of carrying a lunch.

M'RAE REPORT TO HOUSE 


STEEL TRUST COMMITTEE 


WAS MADE PUBLIC TODAY 


Washington, Fob 28. •— The House 


steel trust investigating committee to- 
day made public the result of the in- 
quiry into the books and minutes of 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
conducted by Farquhar J McRae, an 
export accountant. 


The McRao report reaches the con- 


clusion that the Steel Corporation op- 
orates in restraint of trade and pre- 
vents competition through a manipu- 
lation of prices, through the influence 
of the so-called "Gary dinners," by 
control of raw materials and through 


contradict some of tho testimony given 
by steel trust officials. 


Some of the figurps dfalt with in the- 


report are startling. It is shown that 


J. P. Morgan & Co., received approxi- 
mately $70,000,000 in cash profits for 
organizing the big steel combine, ami 
that the net profits of the concern for 
the first nine years of its 
existence 


were more than a billion dollars. 


Steel Corporation 
officials objected 


to producing their books before 
the 


committee in this city, but consented 
to •place them freely at the disposal of 
an expert to be named by the commit- 
tee 
Mr. McRae made a thorough 


study of the books and minutes, and 
in his report to the committee he 
pointed out these salient features: 


That J. P. Morgan & Co . heading the 


syndicate which organi?ed the 
steel 


corporation, received a cash profit of 
$69,300,000 of which $6^,500,000 was for

GIVES SERMON ON 


CilY GOVERNMENT 


Speaking in St. Francis de Sales 
church regarding 
the city 
govern- 


ment, Father O'Boylan claimed that 
it uas his right and duty to criticise 
it, especially as Catholics have so ac- 
tive a part in its present form. 


Father O'Boylan said in part: 
"Late hours in all business should 


be regulated by eight-hour law. The 
saloon should be no exception. Well 
regulated homes should, as a general 
rule, retire at 10 p. m., and hence 
no business should be permitted be- 
yond that hour. jn spite of claims to 
the contrary, theie is more drink and 
drunkenness now than ever before in 
all parts of the country " 


Father O'Boylan condemned 
the 
manual training as now taught 
In 


the schools. Such work should 
be 


learned in its proper sphere. 
If the 


principle that trades should be taught 
in our schools be right, we should 
provide trades and professions 
for 
all. 
Hence for 
workers 
in 
iron, 


brass, wood, gold, silver, etc., and 
education in medicine, law, architec- 
ture, etc. In doing this we give over 
to the state the whole right, and m 
doing this we should provide for the 
poor, who have the same rights be- 
iore the law as the rich. 
As it is, 


however, the taxes are used up only 
by the rich,as these only can afford to 
leave their children long enough at 
school. 
Our schools are conducted 


recklessly and extravagantly. 
Some 


physicians r.re under the impression 
that the city water is the cause of 
all our sickness and especially of ty- 
phoid; and although this is only an 
opinion, still they have succeeded in 
moving our school board to

the Presidential ring with 
his 
hat, 


which was cast there several days ago. 
George W. Perkins and all the other 
steel trust magnates who have been 
praying for another administration 
that would throw its protecting mantle 
around them while they absorbed more 
of their competitors, are undoubtedly 
delighted. 


The desire for publicity and to for- 


mally launch his candidacy in the most 
dramatic manner must have actuated 
"Teddy" for he must have known that 
his letter of Monday contained r.o 
news. He had previously trimmed and 
used up his old time fighting mate, 
Senator LaFollette, and the activities 
of a score 
of 
Roosevelt 
political 


bureaus throughout the country, all 
spending mints of money, was suffi- 
cient evidence to the people that the 
colonel was a candidate. 


Many .who had always believed that 


Roosevelt was a man of his word and 
could be depended on, will doubtless 
be disappointed when they read 
his 


utterance on the night of his magni- 
ficent victory, November S, 1904, Then 
he said: "On the Fourth of March I 
shall have served three and a half 
years, and this three and a half years 
constitute my first term. The wise 
custom which limits the president to 
two terms regards the substance and 
not the form, and under no circum- 
stances will I be a candidate for or 
accept another nomination." 


Neither this very distinctly recorded 


pledge nor the ordinary obligations of 
friendship were sufficient 
to restrain 


Roosevelt. 


In his letter of Monday, "Teddy," 


said "I absolutely agree with you that 
this matter is not one to be decided 
with any reference to 
the

preference of any man." 


The ex-President will have n diffi- 


cult task in his endeavors to dissuade 
undoubtedly a majority of the people, 
who believe that selfisli considerations. 
the hunger for political power, the de- 
sire to be the center of all things, tho 
craving for the care of the inulliUirle' 


Theodore Roosevelt has betrayed 


himself, his friend and his party. 


He has betrayed himself, 
for he 


pledged his honor the night of the 
election in 1904 that he would under 
no circumstances again be a candidate 
for President. Although his first term 
was not one to which he had been 
elected, yet he declared on his honor 
that he had regard for the substance 
and not the form, and, Having had two 
terms, he would not 
entertain 
the 


thought of a third term. He has sac- 
rificed his honor to his ambition. 


He has betrayed his friends, because 


it was at his earnest and continued 
solicitation that Mr. Taft gave up the 
judicial ambition of a lifetime 
and 


sought the Presidency. It was Mr. 
Roosevelt who used the 
Presidential 


patronage to procure the nomination 
of the man he shad selected for 
his 


political heir. The long-established 
political practice entitles Mr. Taft to 
a renomination at the hands of his par-, 
ty. and all the obligations of honor and 
friendship forbid Theodore Roosevelt 
from seeking to deprive the President 
of the renomination. He has sacrificed 
his friend to his ambition. 


He has betrayed his party, for no 


party can refuse to give its President 
a second nomination without creating 
a division in it that must imperil its 
success at the polls. He is deliberately 
creating a dissension that must greatly 
affect the party's prospects. Mr. Roose- 
velt says he will adhere to his present 
decision until the convention has ex- 
pressed its preference.

asking an appropriation of $98,000 
to buy sites 
and 
build three new 


school buildings. 


This proposition will be voted up- 


on at a special election on MONDAY, 
THE ELEVENTH DAY OF MARCH. 


Location of Buildings. 


One building containing 12 rooms 


or more will be located on the south 


Side, taking the place of the two olc 
buildings now in use, there. 


A second building containing 10 


rooms will be located south of the 
railroad in the West End. 


A third building containing foui 


rooms or more will be located in the 
extreme northern part of the city. 


Sites 


While the actual sites upon which 


these buildings will be located have 
not been definitely secured, this be- 
ing impossible before the appropria- 
tion is made, yet your Board of Edu-

Why the New Buildings. 
Reasons, South Side 


In the South Side there are two 


old buildings 
scituated 
only two 


squares from each other 
The Board 


is convinced that the complaints of 
residents in this section, and of the 
State Building Inspectors are well 
founded. Neither building is modern 
in 
its 
equipment and no resident 


would be proud to have strangers in 
our city to see them. To place these 
old buildings in good condition is im- 
possible and would be false economy, 
if possible. 
They no longer are in 
keeping with the spirit of progress. 
They are heated -with stoves, contain 
no system of ventilation, rooms, are 
poorly proportioned, outside toilets, 
small grounds, and lacking the con- 
veniences for Manual Training and 
Domestic Science. 
In combining the^two buildings in- 


to one, all the above defects can be 
remedied, the schools better graded, 
perhaps fewer teachers can do the 
work, (a matter of economy), one 
janitor instead of two, and many oth- 
er small savings can be made. This 
is the oldest part of the city and for 
many years has 
received little or 


nothing in the way of public improve- 
ment. The spirit of fairness justifies 
the Board and Citizens in recognizing 
the education of the boys and girls 
here, and giving 
them an equal 


chance with those of more favored 
sections. 


The AVest End. 


Any resident in the West End or 


any -citizen 
acquainted 
with 
the 


school conditions there, will need no 
argument to convince him of not only 
the need but the imperative necessity 
of more school room. 
(1) 
We now have a store room 


in use for the second year, and the 
Board has been ordered by the State 
Inspector of Public 
Buildings 
to 


abandon it within 60 days, but noth- 
ing better being available, the Board 
continues to use it, rather than turn 
the children out of school or give 
them a half-day's schooling. 


(2) 
Two schools are now having 


half day session, 
which 
can only 


mean retarded children, while two 
teachers are not able to give the chil- 
dren their best service under such 
conditions. 
(3) 
The Eighth 'grade children 


are forced to come to the Central 
Building, and many 
drop out of 


school rather than make this long 
trip twice a day or carry lunches. 
Young children should be schooled 
near their homes and kept away from 
the down-town district with its al- 
lurements as long as possible, at 
least until of High School age. 


(4) 
Two hundred and fifty chil- 


dren actually in school must cross 
the battery of railroad tracks four 
times daily in order to reach their 
school buildings. This is a great risk 
and past accidents have proven it is 
very dangerous. 


(5) 
The old West Building was 


abandoned some years ago, but the 
Board purchased it back as a tem- 
porary relief, but it has again been 
condemned by inspectors, and must 
either be abandoned or repaired at 
considerable cost. The board knows 
that to repair this 
old structure 


would be showing a lacl^ of judgment 
and false economy. 
The simple facts are that there are 


enough children actually residents in 
the West End to fill 18 school rooms, 
with only ten rooms of suitable char- 
acter to accommodate them. 
The 


Board proposes to erect a ten room 
building south of the railroad to meet 
this necessity. There can be no ar- 
gument except a MERCENARY ONE, 
against this, and no one who believes 
in the education of children will op- 
pose it. 


The North 
End. 


It was not the Board's first inten- 


tion to erect a building in the ex- 
treme North End at this time, al- 
though the 
need of such was fully 


realized. 
But after being petitioned 


by more than 200 heads of families 
from this district, the Board con- 
cluded to ask for enough to build a 
small building of such character as 
to be easily enlarged if the growth of 
this section of the city demands it. 
To build a new school in the North 
End will add to the attractiveness 
of this fine residence 
district, and 


will give jliilflron there an 
equal 


-chance with thoso of the other sec- 
tions. 
This is only fair. 


General Koa.soii—j^ivir Pride. 


Boost for Newark has become the 


watchword of our 
citizens. 
The 


Board of Trade is alert to promote 
the industrial 
growth of our city. 


This is proper. The Board of Educa- 
tion is alert to promote the educa- 


tion, the morals, and to conserve the 
health of the city's 
children and 
teachers, thereby insuring the future 
citizenship of the city. Newark Is a 
city of 30,000 people. 
Some of our 


school buildings are not ill keeping 
with the progress of the city, and 
some districts are not in keeping with 
the progress of the city, and some 
districts are without sufficient school 
room. 
In some cases ultra-conservatism has 
been the rule, however, we are proud 
of our High School 
Building, our 


Woodside School, and several of our 
older buildings have been modern- 
ized. 
Your Board of Education be- 
lieves in Newark and its future. We 
ivant to be loyal to its best interests. 
We believe that good schools in good 
school buildings attract people to our 
city and to hold 
them 
when once 


here. We want to make Newark a 
ity in which permanent homes will 
be the rule. 
No city can afford to 


provide iu a sordid manner for the 
training of its children. Civic pride 
justifies this movement 
when the 


need is so apparent. 


Taxes. 


This bond issue of J98.000 will 


bear interest not to exceed four per 
cent. 
The valuation of property in 


the Newark School District will ap- 
proximate within the next 
year or 


two, or before these bonds are being 
redeemed thirty million dollars. It is 
easily seen that one seventh of a mill 
of taxation will meet the interest on 
the bonds, and that one-third of a 
mill will pay the interest and a good 
portion of the principal annually. The 
present levy for schools is three and 
20-100 mills. 
A small levy indeed. 


The Board does not consider that the 
financial side is a serious one or that 
taxpayers should oppose the issue for 
this reason. 
The 
additional 
tax 


would be about 33 cents upon each 
§1000. of valuation. 
The average 


home ownter would pay less than ?1 
per year of additional tax. 
It would 


not eqxial one street car fare per 
week. 
A child cannot afford to sit 
one day in a poor school room for 
this, much less to be denied a full day 
of school. 


Every member of the Board of Ed- 
ucation is a tax-payer, and all are 
either in business or practicing pro- 
fessions in this city. 
They are not 
alert to burden either themselves or 
their neighbors with additional taxes 
but all have taken an oath to proper- 
ly administer the schools of the city. 


Recognizing this oath, they now 
ask the voters to sanction the action 
of the Board 
with 
their votes on 


March 11, 1912. 


If the election fails, the Board will 
be ompelled to make heavy expendi- 
tures on at least three old buildings 
without any permanent return. Many 
schools next year will be in half day 
sessions, or housed in buildings poor- 
ly equipped and wholly unsuited to 
school work. 


If the election carries, it will be 


unnecessary for many 
children 
to 


leave the districts in which they re- 
side until ready for High School, 
and this will be an incentive for more 
children to continue 
their school 


work; street car expenses and long 
distances 
will be avoided for al! 


young children; children may reach 
home easily for dinner, and buildings 
so located as to meet 
the 
future 


growth of the city. 


Conclusion. 


• 
In conclusion the Board wishes to 


state its belief in this movement for 
the improvement of the city schools 
and for the following summarized 
reasons: 
These three buildings erected at an 


approximate cost of $98,000 includ- 
ing- grounds will 
(1) 
Better conserve the health of 


the children and teachers who oc- 
cupy them. 
(2) 
Equalize the opportunity of 


the children in each section of the 
city.(3) 
Greatly improve the educa- 


tional advantages of a large number 
of the youth of the city. 


(4) 
Enable .the schools 
to be 


graded upon a more economic and 
pedagogic basis. 


(5) 
Improve the city as a resi- 


dence city to families with children. 


(6) 
Add greatly to the civic im- 


provement of the city. 


(7) 
Will remove the complaint 


of both residents and state inspectors 
against old buildings to be replaced. 


(8) 
Will place 
Newark in the 


front rank of cities educationally. 


(9) 
Will not add to the tax pay- 


ers of the city to any great extent.

A boy came in with a note, but so in- 
terested in his chess was the Hessian officer that he stuffed it into his pocket 
and went on with his game. 


"He never remembered to open it, for the next day, when he was found 


dead from the shots of the Americans, the note, still sealed, was in his coat 
pocket. 


'"It was a warning that the Americans had crossed the Delaware and 


•were marching on Trenton. Had the Hessian read it the British would have 
keen ready for the Americans and he would not have been killed. 


"And so a game of chess cost him his life and gave the victory to Wash- 
ington."
